The twenty-one member committee 

selected by the Administration and the 
Athletic Department has narrowed the 
choices for the new UMass Lowell logo 
down to four. 

The logos will be voted on by the stu¬ 
dents in a special non-binding referendum 
taking place during SGA elections. 

Tlie elections and logo selection will 
take place on April 19 and 20 from 9:00am 
till 3:00pm in the McGauvran and 
Southwick Lounges. 

After the University decided last fall 


to remove the Chief name from the school, 
a committee was set up to determine what 
the new nickname should be. Over 150 
suggestions were narrowed down to the four 
shown on this page. 

The new logo will be unveiled at a 
special ceremony May 6 at 10:00 in 
Cummock Hall. 

Both the Administration and the 
Athletic Department hope that students will 
turn out in force to voice their opinion on 
the logo. Only 10% of the students normal¬ 
ly vote in the SGA elections. This number 
is expected to drastically increase for the 
logo voting. 


College of Health Professions holds Health Fair

The 
fair was presented by the UMASS 
College of Health Professions and 
the Center for Health Promotion. 
This was the second time the 
College of Health presented a 
Health Fair on campus, the first 
fair was held last spring on the 
Quadrangle of South campus. 
But due to cold weather the 
turnout was lower than expected. 

This year the fair was a 
great success due to the excep¬ 
tional planning by Jamie Gahan, a 
teaching assistant at the College 
of Health Management, and 
supervision by Dean Stecchi, 
Dean of the college. There is 
hope that the fairs will become a 
biannual event with one fair in the 
spring and another in the fall.

Effort Raises Financial Aid 

DAVIS, Calif. - The University of Califomia- 
Davis campus has launched a Students First cam¬ 
paign to solicit $15 million in private donations to 
fund scholarships, fellowships, student-related aca¬ 
demic programs and other financial aid for under¬ 
graduate and graduate students. 

UC Davis fees have more than doubled in 
three years, now costing students an average of 
$3,800 per year, with an increase of more than $600 
expected in 1994-95. While the number of students 
applying for state financial aid has risen sharply, the 
percentage of applicants who actually get state 
grants has dropped to 20 percent. 

“Students First comes at a time when the 
state's economic woes mean financial instability for 
many families and for the university system as 
well,” said UC-Davis Acting Chancellor Larry 
Vanderoef. 

“Through this campaign, we intend to bridge 
the gap between fees and available financial aid. 
We must do all we can to reduce the growing 
indebtedness of our students and their families.” 

UC Davis graduates now owe an average of 
$10,000 by graduation. Two to three times that 
amount is typical for graduate and professional stu¬ 
dents. 

The campaign is sponsored by the UC Davis 
Foundation, a volunteer support group of alumni 
and business and professional leaders form the 
community. 


Council Backs Off Ordinance

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. - A proposed city ordi¬ 
nance that would have restricted how many college 
students could live together in off-campus housing 
has been put on the back burner. 

The housing ordinance originally was pro¬ 
posed to solve specific problems involving rowdy 
residents, both students and non-students, but stud¬ 
ies and reaction from the community indicated it 
also might affect other groups as well, such as 
elderly people or single mothers who want to live 
together to reduce housing costs. 

“I don't know that an ordinance is what we 
need to get to,” Mayor Penny Herman said. 

The City Commission received a report on the 
feasibility of limiting the number of non-related 
people living in a single-family home but decided 
instead to identify geographic areas that have pro¬ 
voked complaints and study the specific causes 
before acting on the ordinance. 

City officials said they were interested in pro¬ 
tecting neighborhoods, some of which have report¬ 
ed problems involving noi^e from parties and other 
social gatherings, parking of large numbers of cars 
on the property and adjacent streets and the general 
care of the rental property itself. 

Tallahassee is unique in that it is home to four 
universities and colleges, and a large number of its 
residents are students.

SGA election debates held

On Wednesday, April 9th 
the Student Government 
Association held debates for three 
of the contested positions in this 
week’s elections. Candidates for 
the SGA Presidency, Vice 
Presidency and Student Trustee 
positions were on hand in the Fox 
Den in front of a sparse crowd. 

SGA secretary Terri Stack 
moderated by reading a list of ten 
prepared questions. Each candi¬ 
date was given two minutes to 
respond to the question. Julie 
Thomas and Ryan Tucker, the 
two opponents in the bid for SGA 
Presidency, were the first to 
debate. When asked how he/she 
would increase and improve stu¬ 
dent involvement in SGA, Tucker 
responded first. He stated that he 
would attempt to give Student 
Government “respect and legiti¬ 
macy...if someone sees SGA 
doing something good, they will 
want to be a part of SGA." 

Thomas, responding to the 
same question, explained that 
SGA needed more publicity and 
suggested using The Connector 
and the Student Information 
Centers as a way to get that pub¬ 


licity. 

Ken Morgan and Chris 
Rochette, candidates for SGA 
Vice-President, were next to field 
questions. They were asked a 
question pertaining to the pro¬ 
posed off-campus arena. Morgan 
said that he was glad to see the 
arena going off campus. He went 
on to say that it was a money issue 
and simply a matter of “thirty mil¬ 
lion and two blocks." 

Rochette saw things differ¬ 
ently, claiming to be “a strong 
advocate of an arena on-campus." 
He felt that an off-campus arena 
did not address the issue of declin¬ 
ing admissions; an issue which the 
administration hoped the arena 
would help to rectify. 

After Morgan and Rochette 
finished with the ten questions, the 
candidates for Student Trustee 
began their debate. This portion of 
the evening's discussion was by 
far the most adversarial, with 
Brian Andriolo and Corey 
Lewandowski butting heads on 
several key issues. The two saw 
eye to eye on such issues as the 
on-campus arena and the arming 
of campus police, but disagreed 
strongly on how to increase stu¬ 
dent involvement in SGA, the best 
way to accomplish things on the 


Board of Trustees, and who was 
the best man for the job. 

Lewandowski felt the best 
way to increase student involve¬ 
ment in Student Government was 
to get them interested in the big 
issues, such as guns on campus, 
on-campus arenas and controver¬ 
sies like the one now involving 
the Community Service 
Organization. Andriolo argued 
that*“we can't rely on the big 
issues to spark attendance" 
because there won't always be big 
issues. He, instead, recommends 
that they eliminate the in-fighting 
that now goes on in SGA. 

Lewandowski felt he was 
the best man for Student Trustee 
because he was not afraid to back 
down from anyone on the Board 
of Trustees. He also said that, as a 
commuter, he was a better repre¬ 
sentative for a school w ith 80% 
commuters. Andriolo countered 
that the Student Trustee needed to 
be more diplomatic than 
Lewandowski has been in the past 
and mentioned that he had been a 
commuter in both his freshman 
and sophomore years at UMass 
Lowell. 

Elections will be held April 
19 & 20 in McGauvran and 
Southwick Commuter Lounges.

Drouin expressed concern 
that the allocation of this money 
would short change other clubs 
needing the funds for various 
events. SGA treasurer, Julie 
Thomas, dismissed this claim. 
She explained that as of March 
28, there was approximately 
$15,000 in the S.G.A.'s budget 
left unspent. She stressed that 
“our first priority all year has 
been for clubs" and that the ban¬ 
quet money had no effect in deal¬ 
ings with other requests for 
money. 

Thomas went on to explain 
that the $2,000 allotted was not 
as exorbitant as it might seem 
because it includes food, sweat¬ 
shirts, a DJ for entertainment and 
plaques for various Deans and 
advisors at the University.

Marty Miller from the 
Hunger and Homeless 
Commission in Lowell was pre¬ 
sent as a speaker. He has been 
working on the issue of homeless¬ 
ness since 1965. Miller spoke 
about the 24,000 people in the 
city of Lowell below the poverty 
line, which doesn't include stu¬ 
dents who are in this category. In 
Lowell, there are 250 abandoned 
buildings in Lowell, and another 
two thousand close to foreclosure 
that could be used to house the 
homeless, but unfortunately there 
is not enough funding to accom¬ 
plish this. In this past year seven 
thousand children in grades K 
through 8 changed address four 
times. This figure indicates that 


Matt Drouin is not con¬ 
vinced. He wonders “how do we 
justify spending this kind of 
money on ourselves when we are 
supposed to be there to serve the 
students." Other clubs are given 
$150 for food and $80 for cloth¬ 
ing (sweatshirts, etc.) annually, 
so Drouin does not think that a 
$2,000 banquet for S.G.A. is 
acceptable. (Thomas stated that 
figures for next year would be 
increased by $150 for food and 
$20 for clothing.) 

Matt Drouin has decided to 
raffle off his ticket to the banquet, 
to the highest bidder. The pro¬ 
ceeds will be donated to the 
library for books. He has already 
received a bid for $50.00. 
Anyone interested in making a 
bid for Drouin's ticket can con¬

there are many families which 
cannot pay the rent needed to live 
in the city. 

Miller mainly wanted to 
point out that living below the 
poverty line and without a house 
could happen to anybody. “With 
the economy the way it is today, 
and the lack of jobs in the market, 
you could make $150,000 a year 
one day, but the next day you 
won’t be, anything can happen." 
Unfortunately this is the case with 
the majority of the homeless and 
these people do not know what to 
do when they become homeless. 
Miller feels that to become more 
involved, you should first put 
yourself in a homeless person's 
shoes. This will make you think 
about it and about what you could 
do to help. He went on to say 
that, “what MASSPIRG is doing 


now with their Hunger Clean Up, 
and the sleep out is a good way to 
get involved with the helping of 
the homeless." He also stated that 
you can go on your own to home¬ 
less shelters, food pantries and 
other such organizations to volun¬ 
teer yourself. “However," he 
says, “you should not get burned 
out. Burnout is the worst thing to 
happen to an activist, for they are 
helping out tremendously one 
day, but the next day they are 


gone. Unfortunately, this happens 
often and the only way to kick it 
is to laugh everyday, have fun in 
what you are doing and to try to 
stay involved." 

Among the nights events 
with Marty Miller, Lisa Pannetin, 
Andy Blaitis and Matt Druin, was 
Cotton Mouth, the second place 
band at the Battle of the Bands 
held during Mardis Gras week 
here at UMass Lowell. 

Overall it was a good night 


with the speakers and the perfor¬ 
mance of Cotton Mouth, and the 
coordinators felt that they did get 
their point across to some stu¬ 
dents. Volunteering your services 
to help the cause can be accom¬ 
plished by contacting 
MASSPIRG or by attending their 
meetings on Monday at 3pm in 
McGauvran Student Union 
Building, room 339.

Spring Carnival 


is coming soon and here is some important information for all on-campus residents as 
well as anyone visiting the residence halls that weekend. 


In order to cut down on the incidents, vandalism 
and problems often associated with Spring 
Carnival, the following policies will be in effect in 
the residence halls from Thursday, April 28, 1994 
through Saturday, April 30, 1994. 

Each residence hall will be assigned a University 
police or security officer. The officer is there to 
assist University personnel and residence hall 
staff. PLEASE COOPERATE WITH HIM/HER. 
If you are asked to identify yourself by official 
personnel or residence hall staff please do so 
immediately. If your I.D. card is taken for mis¬ 
conduct and turned into the Office of Residence 
Life or University Life FOR ANY REASON, it 
may result in your immediate suspension from 
housing and your residence hall room reservation 
for September may be canceled. If you are a 
senior, you will not be allowed to remain in resi¬ 
dence during Senior Week and other penalties may 
be imposed as well. 

Each resident student is allowed only two (2) 
guests, who must be signed in, in the presence of 
their host, before midnight. (Guests are defined as 
non-University students, non-resident University 
students, and non-residents of a building they are 
visiting). Guest stamps or passes are available 
from the staff on duty in each hall. Anyone who is 
NOT signed in by midnight will NOT be allowed 
to sign-in after midnight or stay overnight. 
Additionally, after 1:00am, no guest will be 
allowed unescorted by a resident into any resi¬ 
dence hall. Please instruct your visitors to remain 
with you. YOU ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 


ACTIONS OF YOUR GUESTS. Their misbehav¬ 
ior may affect your privilege of living on-campus. 
Also, if repeated false smoke or fire alarms are 
pulled, no guests will, be allowed to return to the 
building. In addition, the Residence Hall Alcohol 
Policy will be strictly enforced during the above 
period. 

Most recently, the University has adopted a poli¬ 
cy to address off-campus violations of city and 
University policies by University students in local 
off campus housing. These incidents have been 
and will be reported to the Vice Chancellor for 
University Life and will be adjudicated through 
the University judicial process. More specifically, 
this means that you need to be concerned about 
your behavior in the immediate vicinity of the 
University during this period as well as on campus 
as this process will effect more than simply your 
housing on campus. Local landlords will be hiring 
City Police on overtime to patrol their properties. 
Social gatherings at these locations will be by 
invitation only. (Austin Square, Gershom Ave., 
etc.). 

As always, the University Escort Service will be 
available to escort students on campus during this 
period as well as a fully staffed E.M.T. squad. 
We certainly hope you will have a good time on 
University Day and the events before and after it 
sponsored by the R.H.A. These measures are 
necessary to protect you, the residence halls and 
the image of our University. Thank you in 
advance for your cooperation in this matter.

1. Quaker 100% Natural 

Cereal. This overrated granola 
cereal’s ten grams of fat per half¬ 
cup serving make it high in fat 
compared to other cereals. And, 
despite the crunch, it’s not high in 
fiber. A much better choice would 
be a low-fat, whole-grain cereal 
like Kellog’s Nutri Grain Wheat, 
Post’s Grape Nuts, General Mills' 
Wheaties, or Nabisco’s Shredded 
Wheat. Or, look for low fat gra¬ 
nola by Quaker and Kellog. 

2. Contadina Alfredo Sauce. 
A typical four ounce serving con¬ 
tains 34 grams of fat - 20 of them 
are artery clogging saturated fat. 
That’s like drowning your pasta in 
more than a third of a stick of but¬ 
ter. If you want a good bottled 
pasta sauce, try Enrico's Spaghetti 
Sauce No Salt Added, Tree of 
Life, or Colavita. 

3. Nissen Chicken Cup O’ 
Noodles. It will give you a sur¬ 
prisingly strong shot of fat (about 
3 teaspoons worth) and almost as 
much sodium (1,700 mg) as you 
should ideally eat in a whole day. 
Try Fantastic Foods Only A Pinch 
soups instead. A serving averages 
just half a teaspoon of fat and 120

choice. 

4. Taco Bell’s Taco Salad 
with Shell. With the shell, this 
platter of beef, cheese, and beans 
has 14 teaspoons of fat, more than 
5 teaspoons of saturated fat, and 
905 calories. That’s almost all the 
fat and saturated fat an adult 
should eat in an entire day. If 
you’re in the mood for a fast-food 
salad, head to McDonald’s. Its 
Chunky Chicken Salad contains a 
single teaspoon of fat and 1/4 tea¬ 
spoon of saturated fat. 

5. Swanson Great Starts 
Scrambled Eggs & Sausage with 
Hash Browns. This measly 6 1/2 
ounce breakfast will slap you with 
more than half the fat you should 
eat in a day. And Swanson’s 
won't even say how much saturat¬ 
ed fat and cholesterol it contains. 
You'd be better off skipping 
breakfast entirely. For a healthier 
microwave morning, have a 
Healthy Choice English Muffin 
Breakfast. At just one teaspoon of 
fat per serving and 15 to 20 mg of 
cholesterol, (it contains egg 
whites, no yolks) it’s a far “health¬ 
ier” choice. 

6. Oscar Meyer Lunchables. 
It would be hard to invent a worse 
food than these combos of heavily 
processed meat, artery clogging 
cheese, and mostly white flour 
crackers. The line averages 5 1/2 
teaspoons of fat (that's 55% of the 
total calories) and 1,517 mg of 
sodium. You'd get less fat and salt 
from two slices of Pizza Hut’s 
Pepperoni Pan Pizza. 

7. Haagen Dazs Ice Cream. 
Gourmet ice creams like Haagen 
Dazs and Ben & Jerry’s are loaded 
with grease. A one cup serving has 


as much artery clogging saturated 
fat as 1/4 cup of lard. Choose an 
ice milk like Breyer’s Light and 
you’ll cut the fat by 75 %. Buy 
Sealtest Free, Edy's, or Dreyer's 
Fat Free and you'll get rid of 
almost all the fat. 

8. Campbell Chunky Soups. 

They’re brimming with salt. Half 
a can contains 975 mg of sodium. 
That's about half your ideal quota 
for an entire day. If you’re looking 
for more than salty water, check 
out Pritikin Soups. A cup has 160 
mg of sodium and less than one 
gram of fat. That's a bit less fat. 
and a lot less sodium, than you'll 
find in Campbell's Healthy 
Request or Healthy Choice Soups. 

9. Swanson Hungry Man 
Turkey Pot Pie. If you think that 
turkey products are always lower 
in fat than foods made with beef 
or pork, you're wrong. Crammed 
into a single pie are 650 calories, 
36 grams of fat, and 1470 mg of 
sodium. That makes it worse than 
Hungry Man Beef Pot Pie. 

10. Stouffer’s Entrees. Despite 
their popularity, Stouffer's Entrees 
get a greater percent of their calo¬ 
ries from fat (44%) than any other 
major line of frozen dinners or 
entrees. Not one of Stouffer's 52 
varieties meets our criteria for a 
“healthy” frozen meal. If you want 
low sodium, low-fat frozen meals, 
try Tyson Healthy portions. 
Healthy Choice Dinners, or 
LeMenu New American Healthy.

Campus Ministry Refleetions: \*dtf4nUk»tf 


Friday, April 1, 1994, dawned calm, 
clear, and cool. Thursday had been breezy; 
Saturday turned out to be cooler and on the 
windy side. But Friday was perfect! And 
Friday was the day scheduled for the 12th 
Annual Greater Lowell Good Friday Walk 
for Hunger. It was only two days earlier - on 
Wednesday - that 1 decided to do the walk 
again this year. Once Mark Levine (at the 
Office of Community Service) and 1 signed 
each other's pledge sheet, the commitment 
was made, and I began seriously to ask others 
to sponsor me. 

Good Friday - April 1st this year on 
the Western Christian liturgical calendar - is 
an appropriate time to literally "go the extra 
mile’’ for someone else. The Walk Sheet con¬ 
tains the outline of a cross. At each stop 
along the was (at each "station of the cross'’, 
as it were) the appropriate milestone is 
stamped with a symbol from the Passion nar¬ 
rative: a rooster, a crown of thorns, a hammer 
and whip, nails, a sponge and a pole, dice, a 
robe. 

In 1993 the Greater Lowell Good 
Friday Walk raised over $21,000, enabling 
the Walk Committee to distribute $22,00 to 
Lowell, U.S., and global relief agencies. The 
1993 recipients included the Open Pantry of 
Lowell, the House of Hope (which last year 
provided housing and services for 249 indi¬ 
viduals, including children), the Middlesex 
Shelter, Alternative House (which addresses 
the serious concerns of domestic violence; 
for example, it has recently been reported 


that at least one woman in Massachusetts has 
died every 16 days as a result of domestic 
violence), OXFAM America, and Sharing, 
Inc. 

At the walk this year I frequently met 
people whom I knew. For several stretches of 
the walk, I joined other walkers. When I was 
by myself, I could concentrate on listening to 
the spring songs of the birds, or working on 
the current poem I am writing. I have this 
general observation: I probably walked faster 
when I was traveling by myself; the time 
seemed to go faster when 1 was walking with 
others. At the very end of the 13-mile walk, I 
wasn’t moving particularly fast, but I did 
complete the walk! 

If you missed the Good Friday Walk, 
don't despair! 'Tis the season! On Sunday, 
April 24, 1994, is the Fourth Annual Walk 
for Women's Lives. This is a 3-mile walk 
through historic Concord to benefit agencies 
working to end violence against women. Two 
of the eight organizations that will benefit 
from this walk include the Alternative House 
(Lowell) and Rape Crisis Services of Greater 
Lowell. The Walk for Women's Lives is 
sponsored by the Acton, Lawrence, 
Lexington, and Lowell Chapters of the 
National Organization for Women, in collab¬ 
oration with local chapters of the American 
Association of University Women. For fur¬ 
ther information, or to get your Walk Pledge 
Kit, call (508) 264-4669. 

On Sunday, May 1, 1994, is the 25th 
Anniversary of the Walk for Hunger in 


Boston, sponsored by Project Bread. The 
pledges raised from this 20-mile walk will 
fund 464 local food pantries, soup kitchens, 
and homeless shelter feeding programs in 
120 communities in Massachusetts. Lowell 
agencies to be helped include: Community 
Teamwork, Greater Lowell Food Bank, 
House of Hope, Marathon Ministry, Isaiah's 
Storehouse, Merrimack Valley Catholic 
Charities Food Pantry, Middlesex Shelter, 
Open Pantry of Greater Lowell, St. Julie 
Asian Center, and The Salvation Army. 

A few concluding notes about "walk¬ 
ing the walk": At this year's Good Friday 
Walk, I wore the appropriate shoes (so that I 
didn't even have to put bandages on for blis¬ 
ters!). Even so, my feet were tired by the end 
of the walk. I was, however, very much 
aware that it was a privilege for me to be able 
to walk. I think that it is significant that the 
design on the brochure for the Walk for 
Women's Lives is that of a silhouette of peo¬ 
ple of various ages moving together, includ¬ 
ing a woman with a cane and a man in a 
wheelchair. (At the Good Friday Walk I saw 
babies being pushed in carriages, and a child 
being pulled in a wagon.) Even if you can't 
walk, there are ways that you can participate. 
One way is to sponsor a walker by pledging a 
certain amount of money per mile walked, or 
by pledging a set amount. Another way is to 
be a volunteer needed to make the Walk a 
success. (For information on volunteering for 
the Boston walk, call Project Bread - the 
Walk for Hunger at (617) 723-5000.)

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“House A deliriously empty-headed melodrama 

of the 
Spirits”

A slap in the face is a pretty 
easy sound effect to achieve; 
smacking a side of beef near 
a microphone is all it takes. 
It’s on a short list of movie 
noises (along with a scream, a 
gunshot, and a knock at the door) that con¬ 
jure up instant drama—they even work on 
a dark screen. Used sparingly, a forehanded 
slap can do what twenty pages of dialogue 
can't and bring out something new in a per- 
^ - . formance. An overdepen- 

MOVie dence on it, though, says 
. one or two things about the 
RCV16W director: either he's juicing 
up a dead screenplay or 
making some kind of statement. In “House 
of the Spirits," Winona Ryder is slapped, 
beaten, whipped, humiliated, burned with 
cigarettes, starved, and raped because she 
won't give up her South American commu¬ 
nist lover (Antonio Banderas). Some would 
call this cheap sensationalism. Bille 
August, the writer/director of “House of the 
Spirits," and Isabel Allende (niece of 
Salvador), the author of the book it's based 
on, call it anti-Fascism. I'm willing to go 
along with Allende and August, since there 
was a military coup against Sr. Allende in 
1973, giving the novel and movie back¬ 
ground material for scenes of bloody tor¬ 
ture. But when the ghost of Ryder's mother 
Clara enters the prison cell to comfort her, 
it's hard to take the movie seriously. This 
isn't a dream sequence or hunger-induced 
hallucination; it's a spectral visitation by a 
woman known for her ESP powers and 
telekinesis. 

Basically a blood-and-guts historical 
romance, “House of the Spirits" is the most 
deliriously empty-headed melodrama since 
“Swing Kids." It’s what “The Sound of 
Music" would have been if the nuns had 
failed to escape and wound up in a concen¬ 
tration camp. That's not a totally unattrac¬ 
tive idea, and I did enjoy much of “House 
of the Spirits," but those relentless Winona 
Ryder beatings put a death's-head over the 


entire production—and an unearned 
death’s-head at that. Half-hearted attempts 
at serious social commentary in the middle 
of a harmless multi-generational love story 
are too much for us, and not enough for the 
movie. An outer-space setting would be 
less offensive, and more appropriate, since 
the characters are as coherent as Klingons. 

“House of the Spirits" is Allende's 
first book, and written in Spanish, so its 
clunkiness could be the result of inexperi¬ 
ence or a bad translation. It begins promis¬ 
ingly, with young Clara the clairvoyant pre¬ 
dicting natural disasters and moving objects 
with her mind. Things speed up when 
Esteban Trueba, who made his fortune in a 
gold-mining gambit, courts Clara's sister 
Rosa until Clara announces “There will 
soon be another death in the del Valle fami¬ 
ly .. . But it will be by mistake." A quick 
poisoning later, and Rosa the Beautiful is 
carved up on an autopsy table, leaving 
Esteban to mope around his restored villa 
with no one but virginal peasant girls to lust 
after. As the illegitimate offspring of 
Esteban pile up, and Clara becomes his 
wife, and their daughter Blanca falls in love 
with the leader of a peasant uprising, the 
book is hugely entertaining. When the poli¬ 
tics take over and fill the book with ideo¬ 
logical head-butting—Esteban, the staunch 
conservative, is no match for the women, 
who back the revolutionaries—Allende 
reveals her ambitions and loses rapport 
with the reader. 

That doesn’t mean I would have 
appreciated the book more if it stayed a tra¬ 
ditional romance novel, since I've read it all 
before, but injecting a high-octane insurrec¬ 
tion subplot into a “Wuthering Heights" 
rip-off stinks of opportunism and lack of 
imagination. The purple prose and 
Harlequin-Romance turns of phrase 
(“Blanca felt something hot run through her 
bones, loosening her limbs . . . “) aren't 
worthy of what the dust jacket calls “unit¬ 
ing the incontrovertible horror of Chilean 
history with glittering elements of the 
supernatural." So Winona Ryder getting 
fisted by Esteban’s bastard son is “the 
incontrovertible horror of Chilean history" 
and Clara’s ghostly visitation is a “glitter¬ 
ing element of the supernatural." What it is 
is pulp fiction, the lurid, demented grand¬ 
child of “Gone With the Wind" and “All 
the Rivers Run." (Each generation spawns 
a worser one.) 

The movie is faithful to Allende, who 


put out a mini-review in the April 1st New 

York ‘Times" praising Bille August for his 
“exceptional vision." A lot has been said 
about August’s Scandinavian origins and 
supposed inability to make sense out of 
South American revolutionary intrigue, but 
the picture is well-paced, and, for the most 
part, clear about who hates whom, and 
why. There’s a suggestion that Esteban’s 
unthinking cruelty to his wife and daughter 
has a direct link to his conservatism: he 
cheers on the brutes who stamp out his 
daughter’s lover. It’s an easy motivation, 
and it always works with audiences who 
like to feel superior to the rich and stodgy. 
And August has a wonderful sense of 
speed. The movie is spread out over fifty 
years and four generations, and nothing 
feels fussed over or digressive. His editor, 
Janus Billeskov Jansen, has his own idea of 
jump-cutting: a line of dialogue describing 
a future event is used to narrate the event as 
we watch it, covering months in a millisec¬ 
ond. Slashing a line in half also works. 
When the Count de Satigny—Esteban’s 
choice of a husband for Blanca—catches 
Blanca and her lover out in the woods hav¬ 
ing sex, and goes to tell Esteban, we don't 
see Esteban's reaction. Satigny stutters “It 
was ... It was . . . “ “Who?!" Esteban 
growls. “Who?!" Cut to Esteban on a gal¬ 
loping horse, riding whip in hand. 

As Esteban, Jeremy Irons vents his 
wrath with an energy I didn't think possi¬ 
ble. After “Dead Ringers" in 1988 he 
looked embalmed, as if upset he didn’t get 
awarded enough for playing soft-spoken 
twins and applied the same style to subse¬ 
quent roles until he got his due. In “House 
of the Spirits” he lets it rip, and the rarity of 
it is something to behold. No one can 
breathe through his nose the way Irons can; 
he always seems to be taking in air, and 
when he flares his nostrils you think his 
head's about to explode. The role is ridicu¬ 
lous—Esteban's sole characteristic is his 
lack of control over the women in his life— 
but Irons is a disarming clown. He isn’t 
believable as a nasty, and in a way it draws 
your attention; you watch him to see if he'll 
break apart laughing. He does have one 
great moment, as all spectacularly bad per¬ 
formances do: when Esteban hears about 
the death of a loved one, he lifts his walk¬ 
ing cane in despair and cracks it against his 
car window, shattering the fiberglass. Irons 
doesn’t seem to be aiming at anything, but 
he's right on target. 


The women are lost, somehow. 

Vanessa Redgrave, Meryl Streep, Glenn 
Close, and Winona Ryder (grandmother, 
mother, sister-in-law, and daughter, respec¬ 
tively) should have made “House of the 
Spirits" the “Grand Hotel" of historical 
melodramas. But it’s Irons’ movie, and the 
actresses are given little to do except take 
his abuse. You don't feel that any of the 
women are related or that their deaths have 
any effect on the living. All they have are 
their faces, and that’s enough, I suppose. 
Glenn Close got to me especially. I’ve been 
frightened by her ever since I saw “The 
World According to Garp," when I was 
twelve, and finally realized why: her eyes 
are too close together. They're nothing but 
two dots, nearly touching, like a spider's 
eyes. 

What historical romance novels are 
best at, at least for the male reader, is 
describing male behavior from a woman's 
perspective. A good romance is usually 
about different types of men and how suc¬ 
cessful they are in getting through to the 
haughty, judgmental heroine. The wittiest 
writers can bring on a gallery of suitors, 
each with his own style: the poet, the cynic, 
the rogue, the nice guy, and so on across all 
political, emotional, and intellectual bound¬ 
aries. “House of the Spirits" has some of 
the same appeal: it follows the female line 
and sets up an interesting rivalry between 
Esteban, the Count de Satigny, and Pedro 
the communist. But the women have no 
independence; there's nothing stuck in their 
craws. Esteban is the obstinate one, which 
is a curious spin. Historical romances 
almost always end with a lone woman 
looking forward to a future without men— 
she never “settles." “House of the Spirits" 
ends with a lone woman hugging her 
daughter and looking forward to meeting 
her man, who isn't Esteban. It’s bewilder¬ 
ing for us to see Esteban’s life story and 
then switch over to the women. Was 
Esteban merely a monster to test them? 
And what does it say about a woman writer 
who feels more at ease describing atrocities 
perpetrated by men than developing her 
women, and then expects her readers to 
care about the women all along? Isabel 
Allende appeals to male bloodlust while 
siding with “feminine" traits like loyalty, 
forgiveness, and, of course, suffering. 
“House of the Spirits" is “The Feminine 
Mystique" for masochists.

They Might Be Giants 
recording career started in 1985 
with their first single “Everything 
Right Is Wrong”. John Flansburgh 
and John Linnell met while going 
to high school in the Boston area 
and have been playing together 
for the past fourteen years. The 
majority of their career as They 
Might Be Giants has been com¬ 
prised simply of Flansburg, 
Linnell, and an electric drum kit. 
Sjnce then, the band has expanded 
takrfditional four members which 
include Brian Doherty former 
drummer for the Silos, Tony 
Malmone on bass, formerly with 
Pere Ubu, Kurt Hoffman on key¬ 
boards and saxophone previously 
with the Ordinaries, and Steven 
Berstein who has been rotating in 
and out of the role of trumpet 
player since the institution of 
fatherhood. The band is beginning 


to tour in support of their new 20 
song album, John Henry that is 
due on shelves in August. John 
Henry contains no covers like on 
some of their EP's or CD-fives, 
but it does have a re-recorded ver¬ 
sion of the song “Spy” which was 
on their “Why Does The Sun 
Shine” CD-five released last year. 

I caught up with Flansburg a 
couple of days before the first date 
of the tour, which starts at 
Bethany College in West Virginia. 
The phone rings and no sooner 
that 1 can utter the words “new 
album” Flansburgh is more than 
ready to talk turkey. 

This is your sixth album? 
“Yeah, I guess it’s our sixth. 1 
consider it our fifth. It’s hard to 
count. We were one of those 
bands that came about during the 
transition of vinyl to CD, so 
there's a lot of material that never 
got pressed to CD.” 

So how different of a sound will it 
have compared to your last album 


Apollo 18? “I feel our 
musical philosophy is 
the same. We have a 
drummer we really like 
and who is a lot more 
personable than a elec¬ 
tric drum kit. We record¬ 
ed all of the tracks live.” 
You mean in con- 
cert? “No, I mean, well 
this is kind of a music 
thing, most bands will 
record their tracks one at 
a time, the bass, then 
drums, then...” So the 
entire band played and 
recorded together in the 
studio. “Yeah, and it’s 
so different being in the 
same room with every¬ 
one. It’s not as precise, 
but I more pleased with 
this than anything we’ve 
ever done.” 

So are these new members 
permanent fixatures? “Actually, 
we've been playing with them for 
a year and a half and we all get 
along really well. The thing about 
touring across America is that you 
can hire the most amazing musi¬ 
cians to play for you. ” 

Between the start of their 
career in 1985 to present They 
Might Be Giants have alternated 
between record labels. Since 
1990, the band switched to Elektra 
records from their now current 
home Bar None Records. The 
band has one certified gold record 
for their 1990 album Flood 
released on Elektra. 

/ noticed that the past few years 
you ve just been releasing EP's, 
how come? “Well, every record is 
a different story. I guess it’s been 
more practical. With our first 
album nobody really bought it. 
The weird thing about being in a 
band is hard to be excited about a 
new album. I’m really happy

about this last album. I feel like 
were really moving somewhere 
musically. Critics treated Apollo 
18 like it was our point to prove

Be Giants are play¬ 
ing at the Harvard 
Alumni Center at 
Harvard University 
on April 28th, 
which makes it 
somewhat of a 
home town show.

warm up for the tour? “No, it’s 
part of a college tour we’re doing.

It must 
feel pretty good to be able to play 
in front of your parents, you must 
be pretty proud. “It’s pretty nerve 
racking.Whenever I play in front 
of them I have a greater propensi¬ 
ty to swear. I don’t know why. It’s 
that whole thing of being under a 
light and having a microphone in 
front of you I think it's like a 
child’s turret thing, like it gives 
you some sort of right.” 

Do you know what the first 
single is going to be? “It’s too 
early to tell. I’ve listened to the 
songs so much it’s hard for me to 
judge. That job should be left to 
someone else who has a better ear 
for it.” 

The band has had a total of 
ten videos and Flansburgh himself 
has directed two videos for Frank 
Black, formerly Black Francis of 
the Pixies. 

Are you planning on direct¬ 
ing more videos? “I’d like to if I 


had more time. I’d love to do 
something for ZZ Top. Bring 
them into the ‘90s.” They seem to 
need a new look. “Yes they do, 
but they’re still very 
cool.” What was it like 
working with Frank 
Black? “It was really lib¬ 
erating. Frank, well his 
real name is Charles 
Thomson, is a good 
friend. He had a lot of 
great ideas with what he 
wanted to do. Like he 
wanted to do something 
with a hovercraft. He’s 
really into hovercrafts. 
So it’s great to work with 
someone who has ideas 
like that and knows what 
they want. A big part of 
Imaking videos is trusting 
what you are doing, and establish¬ 
ing a trust between the director 
and the performer.” Will you be 
directing more videos for your 
band? “I think we all collaborate. 
With us it's a matter of what we 
don’t want to do. We have a 
strong identity and ideas.” Can 
you hear any of the new songs on 
your dial-a-song service? “Yes, 
we usually have a lot of B-sides 
on there or really weird stuff that 
just can’t be put on an album. 
Usually, when I’m home there 
will be a new song every hour.” 
Ever worry about someone mak¬ 
ing a tape?

I’d like to hear what it sounds 
like.” 

We talked some more, and 
Flansburgh realizes that he's late 
for his next interview. “My next 
interview is with the West 

Virginian Gazette.” Wow, how 
exciting is that? “Oh it’s okay, I 
guess.” 


Howl Under the Influence of Buzz

The Melvins 
with Obsessed 
at Venus de Milo 

The Melvins played an hour 
and a half of loud, sludgy, percus¬ 
sive rock and roll last Tuesday 
night at Venus de Milo. They're 
touring on “Houdini”, their first 
major label release and sixth 
album, from which the bulk of the 
evening’s aural and spiritual bom¬ 
bast was drawn. (They however 
did play songs from all of their 
records.) The three-piece band, 
fronted by singer-guitarist Buzz 
Osbourne, along with Dale 
Crover (both from the state of 
Washington) and Texan bassist 
Mark Deutrom, unleashed their 
tortured, disjointed, seething 
onslaught of molasses metal on 
the unsuspecting Boston crowd, 
which was composed chiefly of 
grunge jocks, macho slammers, 
sensitive artistes, and suburban 
punks. 

The Melvins' sound, at turns 
subdued, crushing, and frantic, 
and always thick, fragmented, and 
loud, really loud, translates well 
on stage, particularly in a dark, 
sweaty club, where it is nigh 
overwhelming. Buzz's anguished 
groans, yells, and whispers match 
his guitar-playing, which ranges 
from muted creeping to howling 
murder, punctuated by Dale's 
sloppy, crashing drums, and bot¬ 
tomed out by Mark’s crawling 


bass lines, which amidst the din 
thump like a fat man’s pulse. 
Likewise, Buzz's cryptic (or non¬ 
sensical) lyrics are hard to make 
out, but watching him transfixed 
at the mike intoning them or mop¬ 
ing and thrashing around the 
stage, he looks pissed and like he 
means it. 

The opening number, a mega- 
amped yet sparse version of 
Alice Cooper's “The Ballad of 
Dwight Fry”, typifies the 
Melvins’ style at its hypnotic, 
over-the-top, start and stop best. 
Two verses nervously plod into 
the blown-out plea of a catchy 
chorus. The song then drops to 
silence, unevenly builds with off¬ 
beat drumming and creaking gui¬ 
tar, and again erupts into the cho¬ 
rus: “See my lonely life unfold/1 
see it everyday/ See my lonely 
mind explode/ When I’ve gone 
away.” Catharsis, my man, pure 
catharsis (even if a guilty plea¬ 
sure). See this band. 

Washington, D.C.’s Obsessed 
opened the show with their own 
brand of tense, dirgy, thrashing 
rock that recalls early Black 
Sabbath and Motorhead. (The 
singer looks like he could be 
Lemmy's brother.) The tunes 
vary in mood from full-on, aggro 
fury to pissed-off, born to lose 
poignancy, which puts this band 
leagues above the legions of ‘80’s 
wannabe cock rockers and a host 
of pseudo-serious, completely 
unmemorable New York hard¬ 
core bands that pass through 
Boston on a regular basis. Their 
set was a punker or head- 
banger’s ball.

1 don't plan to endorse any candidates because, 
like most students, I don't know enough about any of the 
candidates to make a fully informed decision. Hopefully, 
by the time I get around to voting, this will change. I plan 
to ask the candidates, most of who will be milling around 
outside Southwick on election day, for their views on top¬ 
ics that are important to me. I hope that you will do the 
same. 

There is one question on the ballot, though, that I 
want to give my opinion on - The MASSPIRG reaffirma¬ 
tion question.

three initiatives on the November 1994 statewide ballot. 

MASSPIRG needs this money to ensure that they 
can continue to serve students in promoting student con¬ 
cerns and interests...a YES vote in this question will allow 
that to happen.

Veteran University of Massachusetts 
Lowell Chiefs baseball coach Jim Stone 
earned his 500th career win Thursday after¬ 
noon as his team routed the visiting Franklin 
Pierce College Ravens, 23-3, in the first 
game of their New England Collegiate con¬ 
ference doubleheader at Cushing Field. 

The Chiefs went on to win the night¬ 
cap, 21-3, for their first doubleheader sweep 
of the season and running their winning 
streak to three games. UMass Lowell is now

ference. 

Stone, a native of Easthampton, Mass, 
and a 1960 graduate of Springfield College, 
now has a 501-272-7 career record.

During his 
28-year career, his teams have made 11 
post-season appearances (all since 1977) 
including six NCAA Division Two 
Regional Tournaments.
